Deciduous Trees 


When you buy trees be careful. A second quality 
tree is worse than none at all. It isa permanent eyesore 
and a worthless purchase. 

““Meehan-grown”’ trees represent the best that money

Frankly, a mold would 
not keep some straight. 

Stems are staked to 
induce straightness; 
tops are pruned to 
encourage symmetry 
and at times to pre- 
vent crowding.

-The 
salesmen do this per- 
sonally—not the dig- 
gers. Your wants 
made known through 
correspondence ‘Or con- 
versation are not easily transferred to another by mere 
routine; and where there seems to be the smallest oppor- 
tunity to give better service your tree is personally selected 
and tagged. ‘This important phase of our business ccmes 
under the personal supervision of Joseph Meehan, who has 
been with the business since its early days. 


Then the digging is in charge of small groups of men— 
two or three each—no large gangs of laborers rushed 
through by brute superintendence, but each little group: 
with at least one man, the least of whom has been at it under 
our training for say ten years. 

Finally, the packing is personally superintended by 
Edward Meehan, whose experience of half a century is 
a fair guarantee that if a tree has failed in the handling up 
to this point it won’t go cut at all. Our watch-dog, so to 
speak, is at the outer door at the critical mcment, and not 
barking at one rat-hole while trouble unobserved flees frcm 
a dozen others. 

Comparison with all other packing houses will show 
ours to be uniformly of the highest character. 

The statement of diameter of trunk means more to the 
purchaser than height in trees that have passed a certain 
stage. We avoid cataloging height wherever possible. 
Under competition of prices carry this fact, and learn that as. 
diameter is one of the leading factors in determining valua- 
tions, our stock is invariably reasonably priced. 

This pricing, by the way, is done right in the nursery 
with the stock before us.
